How long it takes this old world to act on its fundamentals. 
In the moments of our best thinking we acknowledge the eternal 
fact of spiritual values and even presidents of great republics say 
so, but in the market-place and in the political arena we waste 
time and belittle our souls in laying the emphasis on the trivial. 
lf “spiritual forces are the fundamental makers of human history” 
why don’t we act accordingly? Because we are fools. I do not know 
any better answer.”—Christian Herald. 


MAYBE, AND MAY BE NOT SO.

A report from bolshevik Russia announces that the economic J, 
situation of Russia improved during the fiscal year ending Sep­ 
tember. The fanners increased their acreage, gaining an export 
surplus of 792,000,000 pounds. 
Industrial production has in­ 
creased for three years until it has reached in value $563,500,000. 
The pre-war production was $1,745,000,000. Fuel and oil produc­ 
tion also has increased to 11,000,000,000 pounds. The prewar pro­ 
duction was 20,000,000,000 lbs. The textile industries were vari­ 
able, but cotton reached one quarter of the prewar production. In 
other words, bolshevism, after five years for demonstrating its 
virtues and after returning in large measure to capitalism and 
private enterprise, manages to produce from a quarter to a third 
as much as czarist Russia. When we consider that the bureau­ 
cratic tyranny of the czarist system represented the lowest effi­ 
ciency of any modern society, it is possible to measure the depth 
of bolshevism, lf the bolshevists had not given up some of their 
choicest methods, the comparison wTould have been worse. But let 
that pass. We hope our reds and parlor pinks, and especially our 
self-styled progressive senators who have returned from Russia 
with praise of bolshevism in their lungs, get all they can out of 
the Russian recovery. 
One-third as good as the worst previous 
government on earth. 
That is something for our bolsheviki to 
brag about.”
